Frog hunting is always done at 


night, and the darker the night the 
better. Nothing can lie done at catch- 
Ing'.ifrbgs-when, the moon is out. 
The 


hunter's outfit consists of a small, Rat 
bottomed boat, a light, somewhat like 
that used as a headlight ou locomo- 
tives,.though not as heavy: a caue fish- 
ins Pole about ten feet in leugth. to 
one end of vrhieb is securely fastened 
a book having three prongs extending 
f.rota a single shank: and a box with a 
small sliding cover over the top. iu 
which to put the frogs. 
The hunters 


always go'Iu pairs, as one man cannot 
manage tbe boat and catch the frogs 
too. 


With a dark night and still water the 


hunters fasten tbeir headlight on the 
bow of their boat. One of theui takes 
his place back of the light, with the 
fisb polo In his hand, while bis com- 
panion, who is to act as punter cf the 
boat, takes tbe set pole with which to 
push the craft along and stations him- 
self ia the stem. The man in the bow 
keeps a sharp lookout within the ra- 
dius of the stream of light, while the 
mnu in the stern shoves the boat for- 
ward slowly, steadily and noiselessly, 
occasionally turning the bow from ar.e 
point of the compass to another.
